FIRM ON SALES TAX 


Governor Confident It Will 
Stand—35 Per Cent for 


Pensions, Charity 


LITTLE ROCK —Governor Futrcll 


told members of the state Welfare 
Commission 
Thursday that he 
be- 


lieves 35 per cent of the sales tax 
will become available for payment of 
old age pensions and relief to unem- 
playablcs as rapidly as the tax is col- 
lected without further legislation. 


The governor indicated further hi.s 


belief that the sales tax act will not 
bo repealed, when he requested that 
Comissioner Roy Prewitt immediately 
fil an application for a WPA "white- 
collar" project, for 507 clerical workers 
to assist county welfare boards in re- 
ceiving and compiling old Hge and un- 
employable relief applications. 
, The application will bo filed 
this 


week or early next week, Mr. Prewitl 
paid, and the 
number of 
workers 


sought for each county will be gov- 
.crncd by the number of old-age pen- 
slmv eligible* and other uncmployiiblcx 
l\p the county. Services of the federal 


irkcrs will be sought for 60 days. 


Relying nn Preamble 


Governor Futrcll did not elaborate 


on his statement that part of the sales 
tax revenue would be available for 
relief 
purposes. 
However, 
other 


members of the commission said that 
he based his opinion on a belief that 
the courts would construe the intent 
of the legislation to be as indicated 
in preambles to the welfare act, old 
age pension act and sales tax act, al- 
though the- original sales tax bill was 
amended to allot 35 per cent of the 
revenue to the general revenue fund. 


Many members of the 
legislature 


have said that they believed the 35 pel- 
cent was allotted to relief purposes. 
However the money was not appro- 
priated out of the general 
revenue 


fund. 


The governor previously had indi- 


cated he believed the courts might 
hold that $500,000 appropriated •'from 
the state treasury" for welfare pur- 
poses should come from the general 
revenue fund. 


Attorney General Carl K. Bailey held 


several weeks ago that the $500,000 
item was meaningless because it did 
nol specify from what fund in 
the 


treasury the money was appropriated. 


Governor Futrcll told the 
Welfare 


Commission, of which he is cx-officio 
chairman, that "there is 
plenty of 


time to call a special session to amend 
the act," if it finally develops that the 
welfare fund cannot benefit from the 
sales tax under present legislation. He 
indicated that a court test would bt 
the logical course for the commission 
j|&purpue, if it should draw a vouch- 
™ against the ambiguous $500,000 ap- 
propriation and thy treasurer should 
decline to pay the warrant.
